Ingenious Method of Handling the 
Large Vote So That the Work of 
Election May Not Be Staggered 
by the Number of Voters Having 
Legal Right. | 


A new answer to the question that 
American municipalities are finding it 
necessary to alk themselves seriously 
these days, “How shall the city be best 
governed?” is being worked out by 
Newport. Many cities have sought to 
answer it by modifying the old meth- 
ods Without forsaking the time-honored 
System patterned after the national 
and State governments; some have les- 
sened the number of officials; others 
have concentrated authority in a sin- 
gle official; Galveston led the way to 
an extreme concentration along busi- 
ness lines by creating a smell commis- 
sion and eliminating legislative boards 
entirely. 

Newport, seeking to solve the prob- 
lem along other lines, has gone to the 
opposite extreme. It has turned back 
to the pattern furnished in the origi- 
nal town governments of New England, 
and has sought to adapt town govern- 
ment to municipal organisation. To 
accomplish instead of reducing 
the number of office holders, it has in- 
creased them to such an extent that 
after January 7, when the new form of 
administration will go into effect, near- 
ty one voter in every twenty-five will 
be a city official. The Council, being 
the appropriating body, is chosen from 
and by the property voters, and there 
wil] be approximately one Councilman 
for every twenty votes of this class. 

During the campaign which willl pre- 
cede the election In December, ff t 
ordinary ratio of candidates to posi- 
tions were maintained, practically one 
voter in every ten would be a candi- 
date for office. Never before in the 
history of American municipal govern- 
ment has such an astonishing array of 
candidacies been presented to the vot- 
ers of any city in proportion to its 
size. Not even New York City pre- 
sents so great a total list of candida- 
cles as does this summer resort city 
by the sea with its 25.000 people and 
5400 voters. The Newport carriage 
driver in summer will not be more 
omnipresent and all-pervading than 
the Newport candidate in November. 

This condition results from the at- 
tempt to establish what is practically 
the equivalent of a town government 
to form the city’s administration. An 
approach to the old New England 
town meeting is sought, and since 5000 
voters cannot well assemble m à hall 
and transact business by popular vote 
after the town meeting fashion, the 
voting authority is delecated to a rep- 


resentative Council, chosen by the vot- 


ers of the city in the usual manner of 
a city election. This Council is made 
just as large as was deemed a prac- 
tical working body. Two hundred was 
the number fixed as the ideal, and 
since it was desired to divide this 
number evenly among five wards, and 
again divide It by three. so that a third 
of the Counci! may be chosen each 
ear for a three-year term, the num- 
a Was finally placed at 195: thirty- 
nine to a ward, thirteen of whom are 
to be elected each year. This year, to 
start the system. the entire 19% are to 
be elected at once. 

One step further is taken in the d- 
rection of the town meeting ideal. Any 
voter who feels that his opinion on 
municipal policies will not be ade- 
quately expressed by any one of the 
Councilmen, even with the liberality 
of representation afforded, is at liberty 
to attend the Council meeting and to 
express his views precisely as if he 
were a voter in town meeting. He may 
talk, though the voting is confined to 
the duly-elected members. 

Not quite all the powers of the voter 

delegated to this town meeting 
Council. A Mayor and five Aldermen, 
representing wards, but elected at 
large, together with the School Com- 
mittee, are to be elected by the whole

At a meeting ot the and 
Architects Association last night the 
Proposed new building ordinance was 
up for discussion. The ordinance was 
Wal to the assembled engineers for 
their information, and even some of 
those who are inclined to oppose re- 
inforced concrete, said that it must 
have been framed for the purpose of 
shutting out concrete construction. 
J. P. Lippincott, the well-known en- 
Einser. who presided at the banquet. 
said very little, but was cotitent to 
ask some leading questions, ve 
of what prompted them. The ordi- 


man is still in the hands of Mayor 


McAleer awaiting his signature. 
Architect J. FP. Krempel called at- 
tentior to some inconsistencies in the 
propesed new regulations, particularly 
to the regulation which calls for a test 
of fifty pounds to the square foot in 
certain eight-inch walls of the build- 
ing. when a four-inch wall would be 
amply strong to stand such a test. 
He referred to hollow terra cotta 
tiles, and said there was no reason 
why they should not be used KF hol- 
low conerete blocks are allowable. 
There is no reason, he continued, why 
Los Angeles should undertake to 
limit the height of reinforced con- 
crete buildings to nine or ten stories, 
when many higher buildings of this 
Character have stood the test. He as- 
Wied that. where they had deen 
properly constructed, they were actu- 
ally the only buildings that stood the 
test of the earthquake in San Fran- 


cisco. 

Mr. Krempel told of an inspector 
for the German 8 who vis- 
ec Los Angeles to examine some of 
the construction here, and expressed!

CHINA ASKED 


Result of Boycott of Ameri- 
can- made Goods, 
| 
Secretary Root Makes Insist- 
ent Demands. 


Fear of War Caused End of 
the Boycott. 


Secretary Root has notified the Chi- 
nese government in unmistakable lan- 
guage that the United States will not 
tolerate any attempt to harass Amer- 
ican traders or to handicap the de- 
velopment of American commerce, 
says a Washington dispatch to the 
Detroit Press. He accompanied 
this noti tion by a demand for an 
indemnity sufficient to cover all losses 
Sustained by the boycett agitation of 
last year. 

It is an important step the Secre- 
tary has taken, and there is more be- 
hind it than appears on the surface. 
It means that China must accord to 
American trade that “equality. of 
treatment“ which was one of the 
cardinal principles of the policy enun- 
clated by Secretary Hay, which pre- 
served the integrity of China. It ts 
a warning, also, to all nations that 
this government, in the execution of 
its commercial policy, has not rele- 
gated the rich Celestial empire to the 
background. We will continue to fight 
for our share of its trade, and will not 
permit the door to be closed in our 
face by outrages at Peking, or by any 
foreign power. 

The negotiations between Secretary 
ot and the Chinese government have 
been in progress for more than a 
year. Secretary Root protested, 
through Minister Rockhill at Peking, 
against the encouragement the 
clais were giving to the 
which began In June of 1905, but for 
a time his act was ineffective, save in 
the way of producing denials that the 
Chinese authorities were behind the 
boycott, and edicts from the throne 
forbidding officials to take any part in 
the agitation. 

WAR SCARE STOPS BOYCOTT. 

Secretary Root became so insistent, 
however, and prepared, by the mobili- 
zation of warships and troops in Chi- 
nese waters and the Philippines, to 
make good his words, that the gov- 
ernment at Peking awoke to the need 
of action, and then the boycott 
ended. 

As is @enerally known, the boycott

The Coming Fad Will Be a Liquid Air 
and Champagne 
Drink. 

“Waiter, a whisky 
and soda with liquid air’ (or lemonade 
and liquid air, or champagne and liquid 
air, as the case may be.) There is no 
reason why this should not be a popu- 
lar demand at the Savoy or Carlton.

It is charming to w

After a couple of minutes the pretty 
spectacie is over, a little white lump 
of ice melts and the drink is ready, 
deliciously cold.

A warning is necessary. Do not

for others. Feeling as if he had swal- 
lowed the Rhone glacier, and with 
symptoms of frostbite on his nose, he 
would probably try to wriggle snake- 
like past the cashier's desk in search 
of a doctor. 

By the Knudsen process this dom- 
pany can manufacture liquid air at 
5 shillings gallon, which, in vacuum 
containers, will not @vaporate for sev- 
enteen days. For the first time, as 
demonstrated the other day, liquid air 
can be manufactured entirely without 
chemicals and at a greatly reduced 
cost. The company recommends it as 
power for automobiles and for blast- 
ing coal. In the latter case a lead- 
like combination of metals is used as 
a cartridge. As the liquid air expands 
it will exert a pressure of 15,000 pounds 
to the square inch. Long before that 
pressure is. reached, however, the 
bomb explodes and dislodges two or 
three tons of coal. Liquid oxygen fs 
also manufactured for medical pur- 

Its substitution for petrol, dynamite 
and ice are only a few of the commer- 
cial possibilities of liquid air.

REPUBLICAN YEAR. 

The November election of 1906 
has shown an almost unbroken suc- 
cession of Republican victories. From 


Maine to California, from the Canadian 
boundary to the gulf—with the excep- 


tion of a few States which are still 
voting for Andrew Jackson—the Re- 
publican cause has been triumphant, 
and the Republican banner floats from 
the topmost spar of the ship of state. 
Before the election there was some 
talk among our esteemed opponents 
te the effect that the G.O.P.’s elephant 
had gone into a decline or was about 
to do so; that its legs wabbied; that 
its knees knocked together when it 
walked; that its joints creaked: that 
its bones rattled; that its trunk was 
empty, its tail dragged, its ears 
drooped and its tusks were broken off 
short. All these assertions have been 
proved to be campaign slauders. Now, 
even the Democratic jackass is willing 
to acknowledge that they were false. 
He knows, for he has been walked 
upon, battered, bruised and put out of 
business once again by the colossal 
and irrepressible pachyderm which 
hauls the Republican band wagon. 
Oh, yes; it is a great Republican 
year. There are numerous persons 
who will remember it for a long time 
as one of the liveliest Republican 
years on record. There was a fellow, 
for example, who declared that he 
would carry the State of New York 
by a plurality of 200,000 or bust. He 
busted. There was another fellow— 
a dealer in cow bells—who proposed to 
pluck the highest official honor in the 
State of California. He is still won- 
dering what struck him, and is not 
aware that the pachydermatous em- 
blem of the G.O.P. militant merely 
stepped on him, leaving its fairy-like 
footprint on the most conspicuous 
part of his anatomy. And there are 
others—many of them whom it would 
be needlessly cruel to mention in 
When we come to consider the fact 
that this is an “off” year, the great- 
ness of the Republican victories looms 
larger and larger upon the horizon. 
Usually, in the elections which come 
midway between Presidential cam- 
paigns, the party in power suffers se- 
rious loss, not only in Congressional 
districts but on all candidates. Nat- 
urally, Republicans expected losses 
more or less serious in the contest 
which has just closed so satisfactorily 
to them. There were a few losses, and 
many actual gains. As a general 
proposition, Republicahs held their 
own all along the line—something 
which almost never happens in an off 
year. Two years hence, when they 
will have the prestige of a Presidential 
election to help them, the Republicans 
will have little or nothing of impar- 
tance to regain. Practically all the 
advantage which they now hold will 
have been retained. | 
This will be, of course, for the good 
of the country. It is best that Re- 
publican policies, which have brought 
inestimable benefits to the entire na- 
tion, sball be continued in force. The 
verdict of Tuesday was emphatically 
@ mandate from the people to “let well 
enough alone.“ 
obeyed in all essential particulars, un- 
less some great crisis should arise de- 
manding a change of method. The 
men who are temporarily serving the 
Republican party in high official ca- 
pacities are opportunists enough to 
meet a great exigency, should one 
arise, in such a manner as to maintain 
the tide of prosperity at its flood. 
Voters at large realize these facts.

HE HEARST FIZZLES. |

ambitions; not defeat in one place 
only, but defeat all along the line, 
wherever the name and the methods 
of Hearst were made an active issue. 
The monstrous presumption of Hearst 
in attempting to secure his own eleva- 
tion to the Governorship of a great 
State met with a fitting rebuke at the 
hands of sober, reputable and deliber- 
ate people; the people who are not to 
be bought with money, deceived by 
sophistry, moved by flattery or coerced 
by threats. To people of this class, 
whether in city or country, Hearst 
owes his personal defeat. And the 
doom of the several puppets of Hearst, 
who challenged public opinion upon 
platforms constructed upon the Hearst 
model, is due to the same causes.

Nor is it altogether an accident that 
Hearst's candidate for Governor in 
California (Langdon) was hopelessly 
defeated. These significant events in- 
dicate a distinct and gratifying phase 
of public sentiment. which is more 
likely to grow than to decrease in vol- 
ume as time passes 0 
Hearst relied for political success 
chiefly upon two influences which he 
seems to have regarded as invincible. 
These influences were (1) the doctrine 
of discontent—the dogma of class 
hatred; and (2) the lavish use of 
money “where it will do the most 
good,” without any particular regard 
to moral consequences or to the laws 
of the land. With a kind of shrewd 
yet shallow sophistry he expounds the 
doctrine of discontent, and sows broad- 
cast the seeds of class hatred, of il- 
limitable greed, of anarchy, of dis- 
loyalty, and of treason. With spend- 
thrift hand he supplies the “sinews of 
war“ for the promotion of his cam- 
paigns; not necessarily for purposes 
of actual corruption, within the literal 
meaning of the law, but to make 
things run more smoothly, 80 to speak. 
The campaigns of Hearst are per- 


tirely lacking in any element of spon- 
taneity. They do not partake in any 
degree of the quality of popular move- 
ments. They are created by Hearst and 
for Hearst. Their creator has 
limited faith in the petency of money, 
judiciously employed, to create public 
sentiment. He mistakes for public 
opinion the vile passions of greed and 
envy and hate which he incites. Per- 
haps the American people have no 
worse enemy, today, than this man, 
who understands not the meaning of 
true loyalty to a great principle, for 
the sake of the principle: In all our 
national life, public and private, there 
is no ism more dangerous nor more 
vicious than Hearstism. 

The Waterloo which Hearst and his 
lieutenants have met at the polls is 
the protest of decency against in- 
decency. It is a specific refutation of 
the idea .that money and demagogy 


demonstration that 
methods of Hearst do not meet with 
public approval. It fs a new vote of 
confidence in themselves and their in- 
stitutions which the American people 
have passed. Its significance will grow 
with the perspective of time. 


ESSONS OF THE ELECTION. 

While all the details of Tuesday's 
election are not yet available, enough 
is known to show clearly what the 
general results are. California elects 
a Republican Governor, a full Repub- 
lican delegation to Congress, and the 
State Republican ticket generally. The 
Republican victory in our oon State 
is of a sufficiently pronounced charac- 
ter to show the vieWs and temper of 
our people. They have no taste at the 
present time for jeopardizing the ex- 
isting order of things under which the 
whole country is enjoying so exceed- 


ingly liberal a measure of prosperity. 


-This mood of the American people 
is shown distinctively enough to be 
quite satisfactory in nearly all parts 
of the country. The House of Repre- 
sentatives will be Republican by a 
very safe working majority of between 
fifty and sixty. Speaker Cannon is 
said to look with considerable satis- 
fact at the material reduction of 
the majority held in the legislative 
body over which he presides. The 
enormous majority of the dominating 
party in the last house was almost un- 
manageable. The Republican States 
nearly all proved true in their allegi- 
ance to the party cause and party 
principles. 

Perhaps the event most fraught 
with vital issues in the whole country 
was the defeat of Hearst for Governor 
of New York. That the citizens of 
that State would ever allow him to 
seize hold of the reins of government 
was inconceivable. It could never be 
brought about by a decisive vote of the 
great body of. citizens gefferally. If it 
were to be at all, it could only happen 
through gross neglect to perform their 
duties as citizens on the part of an 
enormous majority of the total voters 
of the State. There were enough of 
these indifferent citizens to make the 
victory for American principles much 
less sweeping than the country had a 
right to expect. But the utter down- 


fall of Hearstism in New York and 


also in Massachusetts, as well as the 
splendid triumph of California over 
the disturbing elements in our poli- 
tics, is enough to bring to us a fair 
measure of satisfaction. 

The outcome of the election in Call- 
fornia will certainly set at rest the 
discontent felt and manifested by a 
very large number of Republican vot- 
ers as to the candidacy of the nom- 
inee of their own party for the office 
of Governor. There was a loud, fa 
and vicious cry raised that he was a 
corporation tool, a nominee set up for 
the party to vote for by the “railroad 
push” in our polities. No one knew 
better than those who raised this ery 
its utter falsity, but it undoubtedly 
rankled in the minds of a large num- 
ber of Republican voters who cast a 
straight ticket all the way down the 
party column excepting at its head. 
The count of the votes shows with 
great distinctiveness that the corrupt 
political machine did nothing to help 
in the election of Gillett. This “rall- 
road push’’ has more influence in Sac- 
ramento probably than even in San 
Francisco. The vote there is conclu- 
sive as to how that element voted on 
Tuesday. Until very recently, that is 
when the ring in politics and the union 
laborers have fought the Republican 
ticket, Sacramento for long years has 
been good for a Republican plurality 
of anywhere from 1000 to 2000 votes.

The labor union or- 
ganisation is a definite and concrete 
fact. There is no uncertainty about 
its numerical strength, but its pre- 
tense to control its members in poli- 
ties is now manifestly false. 

Going farther afield, there crops out 
here and there a mile-mark. While 
the Republican State ticket in New 
York carries the State by a handsome 
plurality when all is said and all al- 
lowances are made, Mr. Wadsworth, 
a Republican candidate for Congress. 
is defeated in a district whéfe his own 
son wins as a candidate upon the State 
ticket. This Congressman Wadsworth 
opposed the passage of the meat in- 
spection bill. The people of his dis- 
trict seem to have taken due cogni- 
zance of this betrayal of public inter- 
est and to have attended to him 
cordingly. 

The same result wrought by the 
righteous indignation of citizens is 
shown right here in our own county 
by the election of Ward as County 
Assessor over his regular Republican 
opponent. Ward was opposed by the 
worst elements in eur home political 
life because of his faithfulness to public 
interest. They refused him a renomina- 
tion to the office whose duties he had 
performed with conspicuous ability and 
fairness. He courageously set out to 
run as an independent candidate and 
the people recognized his worth by 
giving him a very handsome majority, 
all the more significant because of the 
generally overwhelming volume of the 
Republican majority in the county. 

There is another result in this 
county election which we have some 
hesitancy about speaking of. It is 
the futility of a blind “partisan-non- 
partisan” movement in politics, im- 
practically led, to reach direct practi- 
cal results. Ward's rival and possibly 
one or two others are the only trophies 
they have to dangle at their belts. 
The men who managed that independ- 
ent movement are among the best 
citizens of this county, and no one will 
question the purpose they had in mind. 
But it is an exceedingly dangerous ex- 


In one or two instances it came very 
near saddiing upon this community 
as officials for the next term of office 
two or three conspicuous misfits, men 
who have spent all their lives in the 
very degradation of ring politics. The 
hugely outnumbered Democratic party 
in this county took due cognizance of 
this movement and proceeded to ring in 
some of their worst members upon the 
non-partisan machine manipulators 
in order to secure some fruits of po- 
titical office hopelessly out of their 
reach through their own party organi- 
zation.

A $15,000,000 Car Concern. 

The Standard Steel Car Company or 
Butler, Pa., capitalized at $15,000,000, 
and having a daily output of 100 steel 
ears valued at a total of $100,000, an 
industry that will employ 3000 men 
and will have a ‘weekly pay roll 
amounting to $200,000, has been loca 
in Hammond, Ind., and the work 
constructing a $5,000,000 plant will be- 
gin at once. The concern now does a 
business of $35,000,000 a year, and 
when it found that it had outgrown 
ite eastern plant it decided to locate 
in the West in order to supply the 
western demand for its produgt and 
save the $25 per car in freight that it 
costs for shipping from Pennsylvania 
to the western market. Another con- 
sideration was the proximity of Ham- 
mond to Gary, where there will be an 
enormous supply of steel accessible. 
Scarcity of Cotton Pickers. 

The Manufacturers’ Record says the 
most striking Ulustration of the 
searcity of laborers in the South is 
seen in the cotton fields. During a trip 
of over 100 miles through an important 
cotton region in Georgia and Alabama 
a very careful count was made of the 
number of cotton pickers seen, and 
the total was fourteen. when, jodging 
by the length of distance traveled and 
the condition ot the tton needing 
immediate picking, th ought to have 
been more nearly 1400. The price of 
cotton picking has advanced to 75 
cents a hundred agginst 35 cents to 40 
cents a few years ago, and even at 
this price, being an increase of almost 
100 per cent., labor cannot be had. In 
one place the story was told of a cot- 
ten planter who, having paid for the 
entire expense of growing the crop, 
was now offering one-third of all the 
cotton picked in order to secure pick- 
ers. The condition ie one of very 
great moment. ‘Phroughout the cen- 
tral South, where rains. and storms 
have recently been so heavy, an im- 
mense amount of damage has been 
done. The cotton has been beaten out 
and badly injured, the fields are in 
places covered with grass, and the sit- 
vation even at its best looks unprom- 
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ising. But when to thie is added the 
absolute inability to And cotton pick- 
ers, there is serious danger that the 
South, after having spent its energy 
in producing the cotton, will be un- 
able to gather it. 

Important Silica Deposit. 

Large quantities of pure silica fif- 
teen miles north of Spokane te going 
begging because of absence of demand, 
according to reports from that dis- 
trict. The silica is.99.56 per cent. pure, 
and is said by glass manufacturers to 
make as fine a quality of plate glass 
as that commonly known as French 
plate. In the Bast they use in giass 
factories silica sand which is but 45 
per cent. pure. The owner is endeav- 
oring to secure the establishment of 
Klass works at Spokane that a mar- 
ket may be created for the sand. 


Should he succeed in bringing about 
the building of a glass plant there, he 
believes it would be advantageous not 
only to him, but would permit of the 
manufacture of glassware at a cost 
far less than the output of eastern 
plants.

The muscular coating of 
the veins is deprived of nervous contro! and becomes inactive, weakens 
and relaxes. The blood vessels expand from the pressure within. The 
circulation becomes sluggish and clots form in little nooks and 

that constantly enlarge as the relaxation continues. These clots may 
bass into general circulation, and should one find lodgement in the 
valves of the heart, the result might be instant death. Should a clot 
lodge in the minute capillaries of the brain, appoplexy or general para 
ysis might follow.

Large Cities to Have Their Own 
Postage Stamps as a Means to Stop 
the Diversion of the Sale of Stamps 
and Mailing in the Interest of in- 
creased Salaries. 


The next tissue of postage stamps 
to be printed under the contract 
which the. Postoffice Department is 
about to give out may be an inno- 
vation in that the name of the city 
will be printed over every stamp sold 
at the larger postoffices. Postmaster- 
General Cortelyou is now considering 
the feasibility of introducing a system 
of printing on the postage stamps 
the names of the cities where the 
stamps are sold in the largest quan- 
tities. Approximately, 40 per cent of 
the entire output of stamps is sold at 


twenty-four offices, and the plan may | 


be introduced of providing each one of 


these offices with stamps having the 


name of the office printed across the 
face of the stamp. : 

The purpose of this radical change 
is to do away with the evil of divert- 
ing the sale of stamps and of mall- 


ing. The pay of postmasters of the 


first, second and third classes, with 
the exception of a half-dozen large 
cities like New York, Boston, -Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore, where the sal- 
ary is fixed by law, is readjusted an- 
nually on the basis of the gross re- 
ceipts of the office for the year. It 
has been found that in many cases 
presidential postmasters ‘inflate 
receipts by the sale of stamps, 
stamped envelopes and postal cards 
for use outside the territory of the 


ce. 

The effect is, by the re- 
ceipts of the office im- 
proper sales, to increase the salary of 
the postmaster, as well as the allow- 
ances made the office for clerk hire, 
rent, light, fuel and other expenses. 
Sometimes the inflated receipts even 
result in the inauguration of the free- 
Aelivery During the year 1994 
an investigation was made by the 
Postoffice Department, when  sixty- 
two postmasters were detected inflat- 
ing the receipts of their offices, 
regular sales at amount 
ing to $250,000. 

t is believed by the po#toffice offi- 
clais that if the system of printing 
the names of the twenty-four largest 
offices on the stamps is adopted, the 
habit of many business men of buy- 
ing N from other postoffices will 
stop, as it is argued that the average 


business man will feel sufficient public 


spirit and local pride to use on all his 
mati only the stamp bearing the name 
of his city. Moreover, if any 

mailings are detected in any city 
where the postage stamps do not bear 
the name of that city, the fact could 
be promptly reported to the postoffice 
inspectors and an investigation could 
be made, resulting, in most cases, in 
the detection of the postmaster who 
was irregularly ing stamps. 

The net cost of plates for printing 
1 and 2-cent stamps and the 2-cent 
stamp books for the twenty-four large 
Offices for the first vear is estimated at 
$7500, while the additional cost of hand- 
ling and accounting would be about 
$5000 more. This extra expenditure, it is 
believed, would soon be more than 
saved by the government in the saving 
effected by the reduction of salaries and 
extra allowances to postmasters who 
had inflated their recepits by the im- 
proper sale of stamps. 

It has been further ted that 
this reform might be carried even fur- 
ther, to the extent of having special 
stamps made for the six leading post- 
offices of the United States and print- 
ing the names of the postoffice on all 
other stamps intended for the remain- 
ing Presidential postoffices in the coun- 
try. If this sweeping change is adopted 
it will be impossible for a Presidential 
postmaster to sell a single stamp 
which will not be used by the patrons 
of his own office. and inflation of re- 
ceipts will be made impossible.

MANY ELEMENTS OF PERIL.
